KIDS FLUCTUATE 
Cou nty Administrator Don­ 
ald A. Jensen told the su per­ 
v isors that this week the nu m­ 
ber of children at ju v enile hall 
had flu ctu ated between 34 and 
38. 
By the time the propos­ 
ed addition is completed in 
abou t a y ear and a half, ha 
said, more than 4 0 beds will be 
needed. 
Jensen was directed to pass 
along the change order to ar­ 
chitect Rolland B. Hammond 
of San Rafael. 
The ju v enile hall constru c­ 
tion had been estimated to 
cost abou t $200,000. Dou bling

Lower Food Prices Nudge 


Living Cost Down Slightly 


WASHINGTON (UPr—Liv ing 
costs dipped slightly in Febru ­ 
ary becau se of some lower food 
prices, the gov ernment report­ 
ed today . 
The Labor Department’s con­ 
su mer price index slipped one- 
tenth of a point from its Jan­ 
u ary reading of 123.8 to a Feb­ 
ru ary lev el of 123.7 . The index 
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is based on 100 as a 194 7 -4 9 
av erage. 
At this lev el the index was 
1 per cent higher than a y ear 
ago. the smallest 12-month in­ 
crease in three y ears bu t still 
the highest Febru ary reading 
ev er. 
Only small changes in the 
index , probably u pward, were 
predicted for the nex t few 
months. 
Food prices last month fell 
0.7 per cent. Principal redu c­ 
tions were in pork, eggs and 
1 coffee. 
Higher prices were reported 
I for 
hou sehold 
fu els, 
some 
I fresh v egetables, medical care, 
gasoline and barber and beau ­ 
ty shop serv ices. 
The department said take- 
home pay and pu rchasing pow­ 
er of factory workers set a 
Febru ary 
record,

was 
somewhat lower than Janu ary 
and below the all-time high of 
late 1956.

HEART ATTACK 
The death of Kent, who had 
been in failing health for some 
time, was attribu ted to a heart 
attack. 
His home was at 131 Good- 
hill road, Kentfield. 
A real estate man, Kent was 
perhaps best known for his 
many y ears of dev oted serv ice 
to Marin Mu nicipal Water Dis­ 
trict. He became a district di­ 
rector in 1920 and serv ed as 
president from 194 7 u ntil last 
Jan. 14 , when ill health forced 
him to relinq u ish the post. He 
remained on the board, how­ 
ev er, as representativ e of Di­ 
v ision 3, which inclu des the 
Ross Valley and San Qu entin 
areas.

Tibet Rev olt 


Spreads, India 
Paper Claims 


NEW DELHI, India (*■)—The 
Tibetan rev olt against Chinese 
Commu nist ru le has spread 
throu ghou t the mou ntain land, 
an Indian newspaper close to 
the Nehru gov ernment report­ 
ed today . 
Reports persisted fighting 
had su bsided in the capital of 
Lhasa, with the Reds still in 
command. Bu t the pro-gov ern­ 
ment Hindu stan Times said the 
rebellion 
had 
spread to all 
corners of Tibet and that the 
Dalai Lama was “not in Chin­ 
ese hands.” 
There was no official con­ 
firmation of the Hindu stan 
Times report. 
The whereabou ts of the 23- 
y ear-old Asian monarch, wor­ 
shipped by Tibetans as the re­ 
incarnation of Bu ddha, and his 
role in the rebellion still were 
v agu e. 
“According to one v ersion 
he went u ndergrou nd 
before 
the fighting started in Lhasa 
fiv e day s ago,” the Times said, 
“and his palace is now gu arded 
by Chinese pickets.” 
The more 
general theory , 
howev er, was that the y ou thfu l 
god-king was still in his 1,000- 
room hillside 
palace 
u nder 
Commu nist su rv eillance. 
A spokesman for the Indian 
gov ernment, which has the 
only foreign diplomatic mission 
in Lhasa, said he had “no cor­ 
rect information” on the latest 
dev elopements in Tibet. 
On Formosa, Chinese Nation­ 
alist officials, cheered by the 
rev olt, said that Red China was 
ru shing strong reinforcements 
to Tibet, where the occu pation 
force has been estimated at 
5 0.000 troops.

Deductible

Expenses for education are 
now deductible if you can qual 
ify and you can claim them for 
the years 1955 and 1956 as well 
as 1957 and 1958. 
How do you

A separate claim or 
amended r e t u r n should be 
filed for each year, and you 
should attach a statement of 
the facts which you think en­ 
title you to deduct your educa 
tional expenditures. 
Claims for refund or amend­ 
ed returns must be filed within 
three years from the date the 
return was due. A claim for 
refund of taxes for the year 
1955 must be filed on or before 
April 15,1959. 
How do you claim the deduc 
tion for allowable expenditures 
for education in filing your re 
turn? 
Unreimbursed expenditures 
for such things 
as 
tuition, 
books, laboratory fees, and sim­ 
ilar items should be deducted 
on page two of the return, form 
1040. However, these expenses 
may not be deducted if you use 
the standard deduction. 
Ex­ 
penses for travel, meals and 
lodging while away from home 
overnight in pursuing allowable 
educational activities are also 
deductible on page one of the 
return. 
A 
brief 
statement 
should be attached in explana­ 
tion of the deduction, use form 
2106. 
One important fact that al­ 
ways should be included is the 
relationship of the education to 
the duties of your employment 
when the educational expense 
was incurred. 
The regulations apply to self- 
employed persons as well as to 
teachers and other employees. 
Expenses for education are 
deductible if such education is 
undertaken primarily for the 
purpose of (a) maintaining or 
improving skills required by 
the taxpayer in the perform­ 
ance of the duties of his em­ 
ployment when the educational 
expense was incurred, or (b) 
meeting express requirements 
of the taxpayer’s employer, or 
the requirements of applicable 
law or regulations, imposed as 
a condition for the retention by 
the taxpayer of his salary, sta­ 
tus or employment. 
On the other hand, expendi­ 
tures for education are not de­ 
ductible if the primary purpose 
for which the education is un­ 
dertaken is to obtain a new 
position or a substantial ad­ 
vancement in position.

Lewis himself made the an­ 
no uncem ent that his co ntract, 
which calls fo r $20,000 a year 
and expires March 31, had not 
been renewed.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
President Uses Patience, 
Reason To Lead Nation 


During times of crisis. President 
Eisenhower has often been loudly as­ 
sailed by critics for not taking strong- 
arm retaliatory action. 
It always seemed to us that the Pres­ 
ident was able to bring the U.S.A. suc­ 
cessfully and advantageously through 
each crisis by dint of patience and rea­ 
son. He appeared always to avoid the 
course advocated by extremists. 
Comes now Jam es Marlow, the Asso­ 
ciated Press analyst in Washington, to 
say what we have been thinking. And 
Marlow, as usual, backs his conclusions 
by citing the factual record. Here is the 
way he sees it: 
History may show President Eisen­ 
hower s greatest contribution to the 
presidency was his restraint in time of 
danger and critical stress. Apparently, 
it has just paid off again. 
In a week’s time there has been a 
definite relaxing of tension over Berlin. 
Eisenhower has shown restraint a 
number of times when, through emo­ 
tionalism or aggressiveness, he could 
have precipitated unpredictable events, 
including war. 
When the British, French and Israelis 
invaded Egypt in 19 56— and the Soviet 
Union threatened retaliation that would 
have meant world war — Eisenhower 
cracked down on the Allies to stop and 
get out. They did. 
The Red Chinese— bent on destroy­ 
ing Chiang Kai-shek’s Nationalist Chi­ 
nese on Formosa — at various times 
have bombarded the offshore islands of 
Quemoy and Matsu. 
Eisenhower could have resorted to 
extreme steps. 
He could have 
ordered American 
planes to bombard the Chinese main­ 
land. 
This would have been a good bet to 
bring on a war with Red China's ally, 
the U.S.S.R. Instead, Eisenhower used 
less drastic means to bolster the defense 
of the islands and sweat out the Red 
attacks until the Communists quieted 
down. 
The same was true in Indochina when 
North Viet Nam was falling to rebel 
forces of Communist Ho Chi-minh and 
the French colonial masters of Indo­ 
china were disintegrating. 
Eisenhower could have sent in Amer­ 
ican planes to bail out the French and 
smash the Communists. This could have 
meant war with Red China. Eisenhower 
didn’t. 
True, half of Viet Nam was lost to

the Reds. But the rest of the country, 
freed of the French, began for the first 
time to have a democratic government 
of its own. 
It can be argued that Eisenhower’s 
restrains were a series of negative ac­ 
tions. But Eisenhower, responsible for 
the leadership not only of this country 
but of the Western world, used restraint 
to avoid catastrophes. 
There have been other instances, 
most recently the Berlin crisis created 
by Premier Nikita Khrushchev who de­ 
manded last Nov. 27 that the Allies get 
their troops out of West Berlin. He ap­ 
peared to be setting a six-months’ dead­ 
line for it. 
The West assumed he meant by May 
27 . The West stood firm in refusing to 
get out, although the Allies eyed each 
other carefully, wondering if any of 
them might weaken. 
Since 
November 
Khrushchev 
has 
made puzzling statements, some bellig­ 
erent, such as warning the West it faced 
war with the Soviet Union if the Allies, 
refusing to pull out their troops, at­ 
tempted to force supplies through Com­ 
munist East Germany to their Berlin 
garrisons. 
At a couple of news conferences 
Eisenhower sounded a little heated 
when talking of Khrushchev and his 
Berlin demands. He even indicated that 
any Soviet attempt to throw out the 
Allies might mean nuclear war. 
And he poked hard at Khrushchev, 
who kept insisting on a summit confer­ 
ence to settle things, that such a con­ 
ference was useless until the Soviet 
leader began showing more signs of 
willingness to negotiate. 
Whether or not Khrushchev took this 
as a real nudge, only he knows. But at 
least in recent weeks he has talked less 
belligerently, put more stress on the 
value of negotiations, and repeatedly 
said he wasn’t setting a deadline or lay­ 
ing down an ultimatum. 
Then 10 days ago, as if responding to 
increasing reasonableness from Khrush­ 
chev, Eisenhower in his nationwide 
broadcast carefully avoided any sign of 
belligerency or irritation. 
He went further than he ever had be­ 
fore, although laying down some con­ 
ditions, in suggesting not only that a 
summit conference was possible but 
that it could be held this summer. 
Khrushchev subsequently called a 
giant news conference. He too sounded 
reasonable and praised Eisenhower for 
his reasonableness.

Berlin Crisis Will Plague Us 


For At Least Five More Months 


WASHINGTON — W e e k 
after wreek, for at least the 
next five months, the biggest 
headline - news 
will revolve 
around the Berlin crisis. It 
isn’t going to disappear soon. 
It isn’t going to be settled 
quickly. 
Ln the wake of Premier 
Khrushchev’s effort to force 
the West out of West Berlin 
— as Stalin sought to do 10 
years ago; in the wake of 
British Prime Minister Har­ 
old 
Macmillan's 
reconnais­ 
sance tour to Moscow and the 
profitable conversations 
be­ 
tween President Eisenhower 
and Mr. Macmillan here last 
week, it seems to me we are 
entering a new phase in our 
relations with t h e S o v i e t 
Union. 


HERE IS WHAT I think we 
need to keep in the front of 
our minds in order to read 
the news now in the making: 
1 — For the first time since 
the beginning of the cold war 
12 years ago, events are so in 
motion that significant negoti­ 
ation between t h e S o v i e t 
Union and the Western allies 
seems attainable. By a g a i n 
threatening West Berlin Mr. 
Khrushchev has so s t i r r e d 
things up that they are not 
going to come to rest again 
the way they were before, no 
matter what happens. This 
means that some issues larg­ 
er than Berlin are going to be 
in part resolved by negotiation 
or, failing, the cold war is 
going to become colder and 
tougher. 
2 — A Big-Four heads-of- 
government summit meeting 
— Eisenhowrer, Macmillan, De 
Gaulle, and Khrushchev — is 
now a certainty. Mr. Macmil­ 
lan became convinced in Mos­ 
cow that Premier Khrushchev 
is the only Soviet official pre­ 
pared to make decisions in 
foreign affairs and that he is 
not willing to n e g o t i a t e 
through a mouthpiece. Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower has for all 
practical purposes embraced 
this view. You will recall that 
he used to talk about being 
willing to go to a summit con­ 


ference only if advance pre­ 
paration showed that s o m e 
useful agreement c o u l d be 
reached. In his latest report 
to the nation he stated he 
hoped for a summit meeting 
“ assuming developments just­ 
ify.” He did not say that ad­ 
vance developments w o u l d 
have to assure agreement. 
3 — We need to see clearly 
the nature of the impasse over 
Berlin in order to see through 
to what kind of larger agree­ 
ment with the Soviets could 
remove the impasse. The im­ 
passe is this: the Soviets want 
all of the occupying powers 
out of West Berlin even if 
Germany remains dismember­ 
ed. We will not leave West 
Berlin until Germany is re­ 
united, because the present 
East German regime is a crea­ 
ture of Moscow. 
The West w'ants to guard 
against the resurgence of Ger­ 
man militarism just as much 
as the Soviets do. So does 
Chancellor Adenauer. If this 
is Moscow’s real purpose, then 
we may be at the point of 
productive negotiation.

W ASHINGTON W INDOW 
With Eye Still On White 
House, Stassen Runs Again 


By LYLE C. WILSON 


WASHINGTON (UPD — Har­ 
old Edward Stassen has low­ 
ered his sights somewhat and 
comes up now as a Republican 
candidate for mayor of Phil­ 
adelphia. 
Stassen was governor of his 
native Minnesota 20 years ago 
and thereafter three times a 
candidate for the Republican 
Presidential nomination. 
If Stassen fails this time in 
his move for the mayoralty, 
your c o r r e s p o n d e n t and 
others would not be astonish­ 
ed if he tried to seize a lower 
rung of the political ladder, 
county attorney maybe, mun­ 
icipal judge or councilman. 


FIRMLY FIXED in Stassen’s 
big, blond head is the idea 
that he will, sometime, be 
nominated and elected Presi­ 
dent of the United S t a t e s . 
Others have had that idea be­ 
fore him and failed. Few, how­ 
ever, have pursued the rain­ 
bow with greater enthusiasm. 
Three times elected governor 
of Minnesota, Stassen resign­ 
ed with most of a third term 
still to serve. 
He resigned for Naval serv­ 
ice, 19 43-45 in World War II. 
Stassen’s service was distin­ 
guished administratively and 
in combat. 
The young governor had 
identified himself with t h e 
maverick, u n b r a n d e d ele-

ments of the Republican party 
in 19 40 when he floor-manag- 
ed the National Convention 
forces which licked the party 
regulars and made the late 
Wendell L. Willkie the Re­

inee. 
In 19 44, aged 37 , Stassen 
was a candidate for the nom­ 
ination himself and again in 
19 48 and 19 52. His great de­ 
cision, however, w a s t h a t 
which shifted his voting resi­ 
dence from Minnesota to the 
east where in 19 48 he became 
president of the University of 
Pennsylvania. 


PENNSYLVANIA is a big, 
industrial state, a power in 
the Republican party which 
Minnesota is not. Stassen’s 
purpose in making Pennsyl­ 
vania his base of political op­ 
erations was clear, reasonable 
and hazardous. 
Stassen did not figure much 
in the Republican politics of 
19 51-52 which was centered 
largely on draft-Ike, stop-Taft 
maneuvers. Appointive office 
in and about the White House 
and 
the 
State 
Department 
after 19 52 failed to provide 
Stassen 
with 
the 
political 
springboard and i d e n t i t y 
which he craved and needed. 
He achieved that identity 
in 19 55-56, however, by head­ 
ing up the public operation de­ 
signed to prevent Vice Presi­ 
dent Richard M. Nixon from 
succeeding President Eisen­ 
hower in the White House or 
of being renominated if Eisen­ 
hower ran again. Stassen took 
a bruising beating on that 
one. 


Last year Stassen bid for 
Pennsylvania’s gubernatorial 
n o m i n a t i o n . P e n n s y l - 
vania’s party leaders cut him 
down. Chose, instead, a polit­ 
ical unknown named Arthur 
T. McGonigle. The Democrats 
all but ran the Republicans 
out of the state on election 
day. That was Stassen’s good 
luck. If he can now be elected 
mayor of Philadelphia, the 
man from Minnesota will be 
on his way again and the party 
leaders will be tipping their 
hats.

The 
114 sayings of Jesus 
strung together in the newly 
discovered Book of Thomas 
“will undoubtedly occupy New 
Testament scholars . . . for dec­ 
ades,” Dr. Oscar Cullman told 
a San Anselmo audience today. 


Dr. Cullman, who has in his 
possession the papyrus book 
discovered by Egyptian peas­ 
ants, spoke to some 450 San 
Francisco 
Theological 
Semi­ 
nary students, faculty mem­ 
bers, ministers and visitors at 
a special assembly at the Pres­ 
byterian seminary. His lecture 
today was the first of two dur­ 
ing a visit to San Anselmo— re­ 
portedly the only two he will 
make 
in 
the 
United States 
away from Union Theological 
Seminary in New York, where 
he is a visiting professor. 


The 
document 
containing 
the 114 sayings is the most im­ 
portant 
of 
several 
papyrus 
books which were found by 
peasants in an ancient jar about 
60 miles from Luxor, Egypt, in 
1945 or 1946, said Dr. Cullman. 
At any rate, it is the most im­

that was preserved. 
The peasants reportedly used 
one book to start a fire.

Funeral services for Thomas 
T. Kent, prominent member of 
Marin County’s historic “first 
family,” who died yesterday at 
66, will be held tomorrow at 2 
p.m. at St. John’s Episcopal 
Church in Ross. 
Rev. Harold E. Hallett, rec­ 
tor, will officiate. Inurnment 
will be at Mt. Tamalpais Cre­ 
matory. 
Kent, whose family founded 
Kentfield, died while naping 
in his newly completed beach 
house in the exclusive Seadrift 
subdivision in Stinson Beach. 
He and his wife, Anne, moved 
into the house only a week 
ago. 
HEART ATTACK 
The death of Kent, who had 
been in failing health for some 
time, was attributed to a heart 
attack. 
His home was at 131 Good- 
hill road, Kentfield. 
A real estate man, Kent was 
perhaps best known for his 
many years of devoted service 
to Marin Municipal W ater Dis­ 
trict. He became a district di­ 
rector in 1920 and served as 
president from 1947 until last 
Jan. 14, when ill health forced 
him to relinquish the post. He 
remained on the board, how­ 
ever, as representative of Di­ 
vision 3, which includes the 
Ross Valley and San Quentin 
areas. 
RE-ELECTED 
Last November, Kent was re­ 
elected to the MMWD board 
without opposition. Robert An­ 
derson of Sausalito succeeded 
him as president. 
During 
Kent’s 
presidency, 
the water district nearly doub­ 
led in size. Under his leader­ 
ship, a water storage reservoir 
was developed near Lagunitas 
at the lower end of Lagunitas 
Creek. Completed in 1953, it 
was named Kent Lake in his 
honor. 
Also during his presidency, 
plans were completed and a 
bond issue passed for construc­ 
tion of the district’s Nicasio 
Dam and reservoir, on which 
work is scheduled to 
start 
soon. 
Another accomplishment was 
installation of 
the 
district's 
North Marin water line from 
Kent Lake to the vicinity of 
Hamilton Air Force Base. 
LEADERSHIP PRAISED 
B. J. Brusatori, water district 
secretary, 
t o d a y 
described 
Kent’s leadership as “exemp­ 
lary.” 
“I don't think anyone could 
have done a better job,” Brusa­ 
tori said. “He was conscien­ 
tious and certainly a fair man. 
He always acted in the best in­ 
terests of the water district.”

Tibet Revolt 
Spreads, India 
Paper Claims 


NEW DELHI, India UP—The 
Tibetan revolt against Chinese 
Communist rule has spread 
throughout the mountain land, 
an Indian newspaper close to 
the Nehru government report­ 
ed today. 
Reports 
persisted fighting 
had subsided in the capital of 
Lhasa, with the Reds still in 
command. But the pro-govern­ 
ment Hindustan Times said the 
rebellion 
had 
spread to all 
corners of Tibet and that the 
Dalai Lama was “not in Chin­ 
ese hands.” 
There was no official con­ 
firmation of the Hindustan 
Times report. 
The whereabouts of the 23- 
year-old Asian monarch, wor­ 
shipped by Tibetans as the re­ 
incarnation of Buddha, and his 
role in the rebellion still were 
vague. 
“According to one version 
he went underground 
before 
the fighting started in Lhasa 
five days ago,” the Times said, 
“and his palace is now guarded 
by Chinese pickets.” 
The more 
general 
theory, 
however, was that the youthful 
god-king was still in his 1,000- 
room hillside 
palace 
under 
Communist surveillance. 
A spokesman for the Indian 
government, which 
has 
the 
only foreign diplomatic mission 
in Lhasa, said he had “no cor­ 
rect information” on the latest 
developements in Tibet. 
On Formosa, Chinese Nation­ 
alist officials, cheered by the 
revolt, said that Red China was 
rushing strong reinforcements 
to Tibet, where the occupation 
force has 
been 
estimated at 
50,000 troops.

Satellite 


DAYTONA BEACH, Fla. P 
—Proposals for a 
radiation 
satellite that will climb 25,000 
miles and a stepped-up Navy- 
military space campaign were 
the highlights of the Ameri­ 
can Rocket Society’s flight test­ 
ing conference that ended to­ 
day. 
The society members—790 
.missile scientists and engineers 
—wound up their three-day-ses- 
sion with a classified briefing 
and tour of the Cape Canaveral 
launching site. 
Dr. Homer J. Stewart, direc­ 
tor of planning and evaluation 
for the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration, told 
newsmen yesterday that the 
satellite will be launched soon 
by a four-stage version of the 
Thor-Able rocket. 
He said the satellite, weigh­ 
ing several hundred pounds, 
would seek a radical orbit 
ranging from 25.000 to 150 
miles above the earth to gather 
more complete information on 
two doughnut-shaped radiation 
fields. 
The chief of Navy missile 
planning, Rear Adm. John T. 
Hayward, outlined plans for fir­ 
ing 50-pound communications 
and navigational satellites, pos­ 
sibly before the end of the 
year. 
The admiral reaffirmed that 
the intermediate range Polaris 
missile 
will 
be 
ready 
for 
launching from nuclear-power- 
e i submarines next year.

A move calling for a com­ 
mittee to study the possibility 
was introduced in the city 
council yesterday and refer­ 
red to the rules committee for 
study. 
The move came in the wake 
of a bitter fight between the 


city and the state over money. 
The city government, which is 
Democratic, said it must have 
new taxes this year to balance 
its 
budget. 
Permission 
was 
needed from the Legislature, 
which is Republican. 
The city leaders claimed 
they had to go “hat in hand” 
to Albany. They didn’t get

Mayor Robert F. Wagner’s

Into Court: It’s All A Joke 


CHICAGO P — Edward T. 
Wesolowski, 47, who thought 
he had made many friends dur­ 
ing his 15 years as a milkman 
in suburban Northlake, wasn't 
too sure for a while yesterday. 
But there was a happy end­ 
ing to two surprising events 
arranged for the milkman. 
The first surprise stemmed 
from a practical joke and left 
him quaking with fear as po­ 
lice took him *to jail. He was 
photographed, handcuffed and 
taken to the crowded court­ 
room of Police Magistrate Tho­ 
mas J. Maloney. 
As Maloney read the charges 
against Wesolowski, he bright­ 
ened and got his second shock­ 
er of the day. 
One of the charges read: 
“He did wilfully and unlaw­ 
fully distribute and give away 
many gallons of milk and an 


equal amount of human kind­ 
ness without reservation, not 
accepting gratuities in return, 
and 
did promote 
happiness 
among unfortunate residents 
of our community.”

of

customers 
among the 75 persons in the 
courtroom knew he didn’t press 
for payment of a bill if a fam­ 
ily was having trouble. Often 
he gave fuel oil to customers 
who couldn’t heat their homes, 
much less pay a milk bill. 
As the court session broke 
up in cheers for Wesolowski, 
the spectators brought out cof­ 
fee and cake for a little party. 
Wesolowski shook hands with 
customers, officials of the dairy 
company from which he buys 
milk and officials of the west 
suburban village of some 12,- 
000 residents.

Education 


Expenses 


Deductible

Expenses for education are 
now deductible if you can qual­ 
ify and you can claim them for 
the years 1955 and 1956 as well 
as 1957 and 1958. 
How do you 
go about get­ 
ting a refund 
when the re- 
tu rn has al­ 
ready 
been 
filed? 
You should 
f i l e either a 
claim for re­ 
fund on form 
843 
or 
an 
n ^ 
» ..... .amen ded re-

1040. 
A separate claim or 
amended r e tu r n should be 
filed for each year, and you 
should attach a statement of 
the facts which you think en­ 
title you to deduct your educa­ 
tional expenditures. 
Claims for refund or amend­ 
ed returns must be filed within 
three years from the date the 
return was due. A claim for 
refund of taxes for the year 
1955 must be filed on or before 
April 15,1959. 
How do you claim the deduc­ 
tion for allowable expenditures 
for education in filing your re­ 
turn? 
Unreimbursed expenditures 
for such things as tuition, 
books, laboratory fees, and sim­ 
ilar items should be deducted 
on page two of the return, form 
1040. However, these expenses 
may not be deducted if you use 
the standard deduction. 
Ex­ 
penses for travel, meals and 
lodging while away from home 
overnight in pursuing allowable 
educational activities are also 
deductible on page one of the 
return. 
A 
brief 
statement 
should be attached in explana­ 
tion of the deduction, use form 
2106. 
One important fact that al­ 
ways should be included is the 
relationship of the education to 
the duties of your employment 
when the educational expense 
was incurred. 
The regulations apply to self- 
employed persons as well as to 
teachers and other employees. 
Expenses for education are 
deductible if such education is 
undertaken primarily for the 
purpose of (a) maintaining or 
improving skills required by 
the taxpayer in the perform- 
ance of the duties of his em­ 
ployment when the educational

quents Mexican border towns 
would be presumed to be mis­ 
behaving under the terms of a 
bill introduced in the state 
senate. 
The measure, authored by 
Sen. N e l s o n Dilworth (R- 
Hemet), declares that persons 
under 21 who make a habit of 
crossing into Mexico without 
an adult chaperon are “in dan­ 
ger of leading an idle, disso­ 
lute. lewd or immoral life.” 
The bill would permit juven­ 
ile courts to send youths to re­ 
form schools for making sev- 
e r a 1 unaccompanied border 
crossings. No evidence of ac­ 
tual immoral activities would 
be required.

Jesus of Nazareth was one of 
thousands of Jewish pilgrims 
who came to the holy city of 
Jerusalem 
to 
celebrate 
the 
Feast of the Passover in the 
spring of the year 30 A.D. 
Five days after he arrived, 
he was seized and slain. 
Why? 
The young teacher’s reputa­ 
tion had reached Jerusalem 
long before he did. For at least 
a year, and probably two years, 
he had been attracting huge 
crowds in his travels through 
his home province of Galilee. 
The religious leaders in the 
capital had heard that he heal­ 
ed the sick, that he associated 
freely with publicans and sin­ 
ners, that he broke many of 
the strict rules they had laid 
down about such things as fast­ 
ing and keeping the Sabbath. 


Most shocking of all, he 
claimed the power to forgive 
sins. This, to the guardians 
of orthodoxy, was a blasphe­ 
mous usurpation of the au­ 
thority of God. 


Soon after he arrived in Jer­ 
usalem, Jesus went to the 
temple. He found its courtyard 
filled with the b o o t h s of 
money-changers, 
pigeon-mer- 
chants and other concession­ 
aires who were charging fraud­ 
ulent prices for items which 
pilgrims required to make the 
prescribed 
sacrifices in the 
temple. 
Seizing a whip of knotted 
cords, Jesus drove them out 
and overturned their tables. He 
said they were turning his Fa­ 
ther’s house into a den of 
thieves. 
Powerful members of the re­ 
ligious hierarchy had an in­ 
terest in the temple rackets. 
They were now convinced that 
this troublemaker had to go. 
While they were plotting 
how to seize him without cre­ 
ating an uproar among the 
general populace, they were 
approached by one of Jesus’ 
disciples, a man named Judas 
Iscariot. 
* 


For reasons that can only 
be guessed—perhaps he was 
disillusioned with Jesus* re­ 
fusal to become the political 
liberator that many devout 
Jews expected the Messiah 
to be — Judas offered to be­ 
tray his master. 


The chief priests sealed the 
deal with 30 pieces of silver. 
On Thursday evening, Jesus 
took his disciples to the upper 
room of a Jerusalem home for 
what proved to be their last 
supper together. It was then 
24 hours before the start of 
the Passover Feast. 
Mark’s Gospel indicates that 
Jesus, knowing what lay ahead 
of him the next day, decided to 
celebrate the Passover one day 
in advance. 


But recent discoveries, in­ 
cluding the Dead Sea scrolls, 
suggest another explanation. 
It was customary in those 
days for rabbis and their 
pupils to meet on the evo 
of a great feast day to share 
a simple “fellowship meal” 
of bread and wine. 


Jesus invested this meal with 
a special significance for his 
followers, and its re-enactment 
later became the central fea­ 
ture of Christian worship. 
The earliest account of the 
simple rite which Jesus per­ 
formed and commended to his 
disciples is given in the 11th 
chapter of Paul’s first letter 
to the Corinthians: 


“The Lord Jesus on the 
night when he was betrayed

took bread, and when he had 
given thanks, he broke it, 
and said, ‘This is my body 
which is broken for you. Do 
this in remembrance of me.’ 
In the same way also the 
cup, after supper, saying 
‘this cup is the new cove­ 
nant in my blood. Do this, as 
often as you drink it, in re­ 
membrance of me.’ ” 
Jesus remained with his dis­ 
ciples in the upper room for 
several 
hours. 
He 
repeated 
many of His teachings, urging 
them to prove their disciple- 
ship by loving one another and 
by serving others with humility 
and 
unselfishness. 
He 
told 
them what was going to hap­ 
pen to him, and sought to ex­ 
plain why it was necessary. 
But they could not understand 
then, so he gave them a simple 
prescription of faith that has 
come ringing down the ages: 
“Let not your hearts be 
troubled; believe in God; be­ 
lieve also in me.” 
Late that night, Jesus and 
the 11 disciples still with him 
went to an olive grove called 
the Garden of Gethsemane. 
Drawing a little apart from the 
rest, 
Jesus 
fe1! 
down 
and 
prayed in words that bear wit­ 
ness to his own tortured hu­ 
manity, as well as to the spirit 
of perfect obedience which the 
church has always regarded as 
one of the hallmarks of his 
Divinity. 
“Oh my father, if it be 
possible, let this cup pass 
from me. Nevertheless, not 
as I will, but as thou wilt.” 
It 
was 
there 
that Judas 
found him, and betrayed him 
with a kiss on the cheek. 
Armed men seized him and 
carried him away to be tried. 
Actually, there were two 
trials, one during the waning 
hours of the night before an 
illegal rump session of the 
Jewish 
Sanhedrin, 
and 
the 
other early in the morning be­ 
fore the Roman procurator, 
Pontius Pilate. Both were tra­ 
vesties of justice, the first be­ 
cause the jury had reached a 
verdict before the prisoner was 
brought in, and the second be­ 
cause the judge reversed his 
ruling in order to appease a 
mob. 
Scholars have made many at­ 
tempts to apportion the blame 
for Jesus’ condemnation be­ 
tween the Pharisees and Pilate. 
To the modern reader, how­ 
ever, the fact that stands out 
is that Jesus was condemned 
by the most respectable ele­ 
ments of society — the duly 
constituted representatives of 
established religion and of Ro­ 
man civilization. 
He was rejected, not by the 
little people of his own nation, 
but by the custodians of the 
status quo who rightly regard­ 
ed him as one who was “turn­ 
ing the world upside down by 
his teachings.”

As Attorney 


For Players 


TAMPA, Fla. (fc— J. Norman 
Lewis became the legal repre­ 
sentative for the major league 
baseball players six years ago 
despite the belligerent opposi­ 
tion of the club owners. Today, 
the New York attorney has lost 
the job because of his own bel­ 
ligerence toward the owners. 
Lewis was given the ax here 
yesterday at a meeting of the 
16 player representatives. They 
announced they now have more 
need for a public relations rep­ 
resentative—an agency man to 
handle endorsements and sim­ 
ilar matters— than an attorney. 
The representatives, after 
a day-long meeting, took back 
to their respective clubs a 
proposal to set up a central 
office m New York 
with 
Frank Scott to act as their 
representative. Scott already 
has served as an agent for 
numerous players. 
Lewis himself made the an­ 
nouncement that his contract, 
which calls for $20,000 a year 
and expires March 31, had not 
been renewed. 
“We felt,” said one repre­ 
sentative, who declined use of 
his name ‘‘that he had become 
too 
belligerent 
toward 
the 
owners.” 
Two recent moves by Lewis 
led to his dismissal. 
One was an attempt to gain a 
pension fund for International 
League players. That plan died 
aborning when players in the 
Triple A minor league called 
off a proposed strike in the 
face of owner insistence that 
no money was available for 
such a fund. 
The other was Lewis’ threat­ 
ened court action against base­ 
ball as an outgrowth of the 
International League pension 
plan. Such action would attack 
the reserve clause which binds 
a player to one club and a con­ 
tract requirement repeatedly 
approved by the players. 
The players’ major achieve­ 
ments with Lewis’ aid were a 
hike in minimum salaries from 
$5,000 to the present $7,000, 
and a more expanded and re­ 
warding pension and insurance 
plan which collects 60 per cent 
of television fees from the All- 
Star game and World Series.

We bought a new cruiser 
and suddenly I find myself en­ 
tertaining on board like mad. 
My husband struts around with 
a glass in his hand constantly. 
I would have no objection if he 
just felt that the glass gave him 
a certain air, but unfortunately 
he is constantly refilling it with 
hard liquor and he never was a 
heavy drinker before. 
When I try to tell him it’s 
not right and is even danger­ 
ous taking a boat out with him 
under the influence, he just 
laughs it off and tells me that’s 
how it is with yachting people 
and you have to stay 
in the 
swim. I am distracted. Not only 
am I in fear of physical harm, 
but we simply can’t afford to 
spend this much money on li­ 
quor. Is this really part of 
boating? 
Please say something about 
this and for goodness sake, 
don’t use mv name. 
WELL, THAT’S the letter. 
And with a deep sigh, here is 
my answer: 
Dear Madam: 
Letters like yours make me 
and all other people who love 
the safe sport of boating both 
sad and a little sick. 
Your husband’s entire con­ 
cept of boating is cockeyed. 
Owning a boat does not im­ 
pose an obligation either to be­ 
come a lush or use up the gro­ 
cery money for whiskey for 
yourself or visitors. 
Furthermore, your husband, 
and in fact all boaters, should 
know that taking passengers 
out imposes a legal and moral 
obligation to get them safely 
back. No man can carry out 
that obligation if he is carrying 


a full load. We would not want 
you 
to think that we 
are 
against drinking. On the con­ 
trary, we like whiskey. But we 
do not run our boats when we 
are drinking, any more than 
we run our cars. 
The 
United 
States 
Coast 
Guard Auxiliary, being dedicat­ 
ed to teaching safety to the 
boating public, is deeply con­ 
cerned with situations such as 
yours. The problem of econom­ 
ics, 
whether 
ycur 
husband 
drinks up the food and rent 
money is yours, although there 
too you have our sympathy. 
But the safety factor; that’s our 
concern. 


YOUR HUSBAND s h o u l d 
know that yachting is no longer 
a sport of millionaires. Nor is 
it confined to movie stars. The 
picture today is quite different. 
Boating today is a family sport. 
On boats large and small, 
you will find mothers and fa­ 
thers and children of all sizes, 
and grandpa and grandma, too. 
So let’s not spoil the fun. 
Your husband should think 
of a boat as a second home; 
guests are welcome and a so­ 
ciable drink is fine, but you 
have no obligation to send 
them home staggering under 
the load. 
Finally, if your husband does 
not change his attitude, then 
all I can suggest is that you 
nail your boat to the dock. And 
maybe your husband too. Good 
luck!

SYMBOLIC 


Crown Of Thorns 


For Eastertime 


By MAYBELLE SPECKMANN 
Af Easter draws near and 
attention turns to new cha­ 
peaux and the like—why not 
also give some thought to pre­ 
paring for your Easter dinner 
guests a dessert that is not 
only delicious and different 
hut symbolic of the day as 
well? 


Ideal for the purpose is the 
Crown of Thorns or. Gateau I 
Favorite, 
made recently by I 
chef Paul Mayer for the Out- • 
door Art Club’s L’Ecole d e! 
Cuisine. 
This is how it is 1 
made. 


CROWN OF THORNS 
Put into a pan Vz cup of 
water, 2 tbsp. butter and bring 
to boil slowly. When bubbling, 
throw in a little under Vz cup 
of flour. Reduce the flame, 
and stir briskly over the fire 
until the mixture f o r m s a 
shiny ball and leaves the sides 
of the pan. Beat in 1 at a time 
2 whole eggs, beating well be­ 
tween each addition. Mark a 
circle about 6 inches across on 
an ungreased flat cookie sheet 
Fill the paste into a pastry bag 
fitted with a plain tube about 
the size of a quarter and pipe 
a circle around the outline of 
the ring on the sheet. Brush 
the top of the dough with beat­ 
en egg, and scatter blanched, 
shredded almonds about the 
top of the circle. 
Bake 10 
minutes in a 425 degree oven, 
shut off the heat, and allow to 
remain in the oven for an­ 
other 15 minutes. Cut in half 
crosswise, remove top of ring 
and fill bottom half with the 
following: 


PASTRY CREAM 
Beat together in a saucepan 
with wire whisk until light and 
fluffy, 1 egg, 1 egg yolk, 3 
tbsp. flour and 3 tbsp. sugar. 
Switch to wooden spoon and 
stir in 2 tsp. gelatine. Pour: 
on ^4 cup hot milk in which 
4 ounces of dark sweet choco­ 
late has been dissolved. Stir 
all together over the fire until 
filling jurt boils. Stir it over 
ice until cool to touch and be­ 
fore it gets too thick, stir in 
1 stiffly beaten egg white, 3 
tbsp. whipped cream, and 1 
tbsp. or more of dark rum or 
1 tsp. vanilla. Pipe this through 
a pastry bag with plain tube 
into mounds in the bottom of 
the ring, and then make ro­ 
settes of the remainder of the 
pint of cream which has been 
whipped, between the peaks 
of the chocolate mounds. The 
rosettes are made by placing 
the whipped cream in a pastry 
bag with a star tube. Replace 
the top half of the baked ring 
and dust lightly with confec­ 
tioner’s sugar. 
Of course, until Easter, any­ 
thing new to spark Lenten 
menus is welcome. 
Spinach and Crab Casserole 
can be a whole meal in itself 
or the same recipe baked in a 
shallow pan may be cut into 
squares and served as hot hors 
d’oeuvres. 


SPINACH AND CRAB 
CASSEROLE 
Cook 2 boxes frozen chopped 
spinach, drain and season to 


taste with salt, pepper and 
butter. 
Spoon into large buttered 
casserole. On top place lk lb. 
g r a t e d Martin’s New York 
Cheddar cheese (it will pay to 
get this cheese even if you 
have to search for it). On top 
of this place 1 pound of well 
picked crabmeat 
In a saucepan melt 2 tbsp. 
butter. Remove from fire and 
stir in 2 tbsp. flour and add 
salt and black pepper. Add 2 
cans of tomato soup undiluted 
and put on fire until it comes 
to boil. Then add one cup sour 
cream. 
To prevent curdling 
put cream in center—a little 
at a time and always in the 
center—gradually stirring the 
hot mixture in around the 
edge of the cream. Add onion 
j u i c e and shredded green 
onion to taste and pour mix­ 
ture over crab. Place casserole 
in 300 degree oven and bake 
Vz hour. 


CUCUMBER SALAD— 
Place very thinly peeled cu­ 
cumber slices in a bowl and 
scatter salt over them. Con­ 
tinue filling bowl with layers 
of cucumber slices and salt 
and, when it is full, put a 
plate that will fit into the bowl 
on top of the slices. Place on 
top of the plate an aluminum 
foil covered brick and put 
bowl in refrigerator to stand 
at least an hour. Remove and 
drain off all water through 
collander. Mix cucumber slices 
with y o u r favorite French 
dressing, with some parsley 
and green onion. 
HELPFUL HINTS 
And here are a few more of 
those ever so helpful hints. 
1. Measure dry ingredients 
on waxed paper to save wash­ 
ing bowls. 
2. Definition of a pinch— 
what you can hold between 
thumb and forefinger — not 
two fingers. 
3. Unused egg whites may 
be stored indefinitely in a cov­ 
ered glass in the refrigerator 
—even as long as two or three 
months, and they may also be 
kept frozen. 
4. Trick for deep frying— 
use the new golden shorten­ 
ing. It will impart nice color. 
5. Proper method of peeling 
tomatoes. Place not more than 
three at a time in boiling 
water (off the fire) for a mo­ 
ment. 
Remove on fork and 
with tip of very sharp knife 
cut skin around center of to­ 
mato. Each half of skin may 
then be removed with one mo­ 
tion. 
Place immediately in 
very cold water to stop cook­ 
ing action of boiling water. 
6. Baking powder — never 
keep it more than 3 months 
and, still better, buy it fresh 
for anything you want perfect. 
The small expense is worth 
while. 
7. How to prepare garlic if 
you do not have a garlic press. 
Cut clove in slices and cover 
heavily with salt (being sure 
to reduce a m o u n t of salt 
called for in recipe). 
Mash 
with flat side of knife blade 
and continue chopping and 
mashing until fine as desired.'

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
President Uses Patience, 
Reason To Lead Nation 


During times of crisis. President 
Eisenhower has often been loudly as­ 
sailed by critics for not taking strong- 
arm retaliatory action. 
It always seemed to us that the Pres­ 
ident was able to bring the U.S.A. suc­ 
cessfully and advantageously through 
each crisis by dint of patience and rea­ 
son. He appeared always to avoid the 
course advocated by extremists. 
Comes now James Marlow, the Asso­ 
ciated Press analyst in Washington, to 
say what we have been thinking. And 
Marlow, as usual, backs his conclusions 
by citing the factual record. Here is the 
way he sees it: 
History may show President Eisen­ 
hower's greatest contribution to the 
presidency was his restraint in time of 
danger and critical stress. Apparently, 
it has just paid off again. 
In a week's time there has been a 
definite relaxing of tension over Berlin. 
Eisenhower has shown restraint a 
number of times when, through emo­ 
tionalism or aggressiveness, he could 
have precipitated unpredictable events, 
including war. 
When the British, French and Israelis 
invaded Egypt in 1956—and the Soviet 
Union threatened retaliation that would 
have meant world war — Eisenhower 
cracked down on the Allies to stop and 
get out. They did. 
The Red Chinese— bent on destroy­ 
ing Chiang Kai-shek’s Nationalist Chi­ 
nese on Formosa — at various times 
have bombarded the offshore islands of 
Quemoy and Matsu. 
Eisenhower could have resorted to 
extreme steps. 
He could have ordered American 
planes to bombard the Chinese main­ 
land. 
This would have been a good bet to 
bring on a war with Red China's ally, 
the U.S.S.R. Instead, Eisenhower used 
less drastic means to bolster the defense 
of the islands and sweat out the Red 
attacks until the Communists quieted 
down. 
The same was true in Indochina when 
North Viet Nam was falling to rebel 
forces of Communist Ho Chi-minh and 
the French colonial masters of Indo­ 
china were disintegrating. 
Eisenhower could have sent in Amer­ 
ican planes to bail out the French and 
smash the Communists. This could have 
meant war with Red China. Eisenhower 
didn't. 
True, half of Viet Nam was lost to 
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the Reds. But the rest of the country, 
freed of the French, began for the first 
time to have a democratic government 
of its own. 
It can be argued that Eisenhower’s 
restrains were a series of negative ac­ 
tions. But Eisenhower, responsible for 
the leadership not only of this country 
but of the Western world, used restraint 
to avoid catastrophes. 
There have been other instances, 
most recently the Berlin crisis created 
by Premier Nikita Khrushchev who de­ 
manded last Nov. 27 that the Allies get 
their troops out of West Berlin. He ap­ 
peared to be setting a six-months’ dead­ 
line for it. 
The West assumed he meant by May 
27. The West stood firm in refusing to 
get out, although the Allies eyed each 
other carefully, wondering if any of 
them might weaken. 
Since November Khrushchev has 
made puzzling statements, some bellig­ 
erent, such as warning the West it faced 
war with the Soviet Union if the Allies, 
refusing to pull out their troops, at­ 
tempted to force supplies through Com­ 
munist East Germany to their Berlin 
garrisons. 
At a couple of news conferences 
Eisenhower sounded a little heated 
when talking of Khrushchev and his 
Berlin demands. He even indicated that 
any Soviet attempt to throw out the 
Allies might mean nuclear war. 
And he poked hard at Khrushchev, 
who kept insisting on a summit confer­ 
ence to settle things, that such a con­ 
ference was useless until the Soviet 
leader began showing more signs of 
willingness to negotiate. 
Whether or not Khrushchev took this 
as a real nudge, only he knows. But at 
least in recent weeks he has talked less 
belligerently, put more stress on the 
value of negotiations, and repeatedly 
said he wasn't setting a deadline or lay­ 
ing down an ultimatum. 
Then 10 days ago, as if responding to 
increasing reasonableness from Khrush­ 
chev, Eisenhower in his nationwide 
broadcast carefully avoided any sign of 
belligerency or irritation. 
He went further than he ever had be­ 
fore, although laying down some con­ 
ditions, in suggesting not only that a 
summit conference was possible but 
that it could be held this summer. 
Khrushchev subsequently called a 
giant news conference. He too sounded 
reasonable and praised Eisenhower for 
his reasonableness.

Berlin Crisis Will Plague Us 


For At Least Five More Months 


WASHINGTON — We e k 
after week, for at least the 
next five months, the biggest 
headline - news will revolve 
around the Berlin crisis. It 
isn’t going to disappear soon. 
It isn’t going to be settled 
quickly. 
In the wake of Premier 
Khrushchev’s effort to force 
the West out of West Berlin 
— as Stalin sought to do 10 
years ago; in the wake of 
British Prime Minister Har­ 
old 
Macmillan’s 
reconnais­ 
sance tour to Moscow and the 
profitable conversations be­ 
tween President Eisenhower 
and Mr. Macmillan here last 
week, it seems to me we are 
entering a new phase in our 
relations with th e S o v i e t 
Union. 


HERE IS WHAT I think we 
need to keep in the front of 
our minds in order to read 
the news now in the making: 
1 — For the first time since 
the beginning of the cold war 
12 years ago, events are so in 
motion that significant negoti­ 
ation between t h e S o v i e t 
Union and the Western allies 
seems attainable. By a g a i n 
threatening West Berlin Mr. 
Khrushchev has so s t i r r e d 
things up that they are not 
going to come to rest again 
the way they were before, no 
matter what happens. This 
means that some issues larg­ 
er than Berlin are going to be 
in part resolved by negotiation 
or, failing, the cold war is 
going to become colder and 
tougher. 
2 — A Big-Four heads-of- 
government summit meeting 
— Eisenhower, Macmillan, De 
Gaulle, and Khrushchev — is 
now a certainty. Mr. Macmil­ 
lan became convinced in Mos­ 
cow that Premier Khrushchev 
is the only Soviet official pre­ 
pared to make decisions in 
foreign affairs and that he is 
not willing to n e g o t i a t e 
through a mouthpiece. Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower has for all 
practical purposes embraced 
this view. You will recall that 
he used to talk about being 
willing to go to a summit con­

3 — We need to see clearly 
the nature of the impasse over 
Berlin in order to see through 
to what kind of larger agree­ 
ment with the Soviets could 
remove the impasse. The im­ 
passe is this: the Soviets want 
all of the occupying powers 
out of West Berlin even if 
Germany remains dismember­ 
ed. We will not leave West 
Berlin until Germany is re­ 
united, because the present 
East German regime is a crea­ 
ture of Moscow. 
The West wants to guard 
against the resurgence of Ger­ 
man militarism just as much 
as the Soviets do. So does 
Chancellor Adenauer. If this 
is Moscow’s real purpose, then 
we may be at the point of 
productive negotiation.

W ASHINGTON W INDOW 
With Eye Still On White 
House, Stassen Runs Again 


By LYLE C. WILSON 


WASHINGTON (UPD — Har­ 
old Edward Stassen has low­ 
ered his sights somewhat and 
comes up now as a Republican 
candidate for mayor of Phil­ 
adelphia. 
Stassen was governor of his 
native Minnesota 20 years ago 
and thereafter three times a 
candidate for the Republican 
Presidential nomination. 
If Stassen fails this time in 
his move for the mayoralty, 
your c o r r e s p o n d e n t and 
others would not be astonish­ 
ed if he tried to seize a lower 
rung of the political ladder, 
county attorney maybe, mun­ 
icipal judge or councilman. 


FIRMLY FIXED in Stassen’s 
big, blond head is the idea 
that he will, sometime, be 
nominated and elected Presi­ 
dent of the United S t a t e s . 
Others have had that idea be­ 
fore him and failed. Few, how­ 
ever, have pursued the rain­ 
bow with greater enthusiasm. 
Three times elected governor 
of Minnesota, Stassen resign­ 
ed with most of a third term 
still to serve. 
He resigned for Naval serv­ 
ice, 1943-45 in World War II. 
Stassen’s service was distin­ 
guished administratively and 
in combat. 
The young governor had 
identified himself with th e 
maverick, u n b r a n d e d ele-

ments of the Republican party 
in 1940 when he floor-manafr 
ed the National Convention 
forces which licked the party 
regulars and made the late 
Wendell L. Willkie the Re­

inee. 
In 1944, aged 37, Stassen 
was a candidate for the nom­ 
ination himself and again in 
1948 and 1952. His great de­ 
cision, however, w a s t h a t 
which shifted his voting resi­ 
dence from Minnesota to the 
east where in 1948 he became 
president of the University of 
Pennsylvania. 


PENNSYLVANIA is a big, 
industrial state, a power in 
the Republican party which 
Minnesota is not. Stassen’s 
purpose in making Pennsyl­ 
vania his base of political op­ 
erations was clear, reasonable 
and hazardous. 
Stassen did not figure much 
in the Republican politics of 
1951-52 which was centered 
largely on draft-Ike, stop-Taft 
maneuvers. Appointive office 
in and about the White House 
and the State Department 
after 1952 failed to provide 
Stassen 
with 
the 
political 
springboard and i d e n t i t y 
which he craved and needed. 
He achieved that identity 
in 1955-56, however, by head­ 
ing up the public operation de­ 
signed to prevent Vice Presi­ 
dent Richard M. Nixon from 
succeeding President Eisen­ 
hower in the White House or 
of being renominated if Eisen­ 
hower ran again. Stassen took 
a bruising beating on that 
one. 


Last year Stassen bid for 
Pennsylvania’s gubernatorial 
n o m i n a t i o n . P e n n s y l ­ 
vania’s party leaders cut him 
down. Chose, instead, a polit­ 
ical unknown named Arthur 
T. McGonigle. The Democrats 
all but ran the Republicans 
out of the state on election 
day. That was Stassen’s good 
luck. If he can now be elected 
mayor of Philadelphia, the 
man from Minnesota will be 
on his way again and the party 
leaders will be tipping their 
hats.
